answerable for their measures to the te- 
presentatives of the people, who in turn 
are answerable to their constituents for 
their votes on the matters brought be- 
fore them. Practically, however, thé 
responsibility of Ministers can only be 
enforced while parliament is sitting, 
and that of its members is only opera- 
tive at the time of a general election 
occasioned by the expiration of the par- 
liamentary term, or when a dissolution 
takes place from any other cause. 
From this brief statement it may be 
vasily seem of what vital importance it 
is that the independence of parliament 
should be preserved inviolate ; for with 
a subservient majority at their back, 
prepared to vote black white, and white 
black, at their bidding, a band of dis- 
try's resources in bribery and extrava- 
gance, and even destroy the national 
liberties, or drive the population into 


revolt and amarchy by exaction and op- | 


pression. Hence it is necessary that 
the complete independence of every in- 
dividual member should be secured as 
far as possible, by forbidding the ac- 
ceptance, either personally or through 
the agency of another, of any contract 
with or on behalf of the Government, 
hy virtue of which any public money 
should be paid to any member, and by 
making the infringement of this law a 


crime punishable not only by the lossef
